WHAT THEY SAY ABOUT THE FAST 
MAIL, 


Also Matters Pertaining to the Army and Navy and 
to John Logan’s Fight with Sherman on the Re. 
tiring Bill—Democrats in the House—How 
the Oregon Electioa is Received. 


SpecialCorrespondence of The Constitution. 

Wasurncrox, June 6.—Mr. Terrell, the 
superintendent — of our division of 
the railway mail service, is a live 
man. He has worked hard to keep the post- 
office department alive to the necessity of 
a fast seuthbern mail and the admirable 
manner in which he has managed the ser- 
vice in his division has helped to secure 
many Of the advantages Atlanta and other 
southern cities have enjoyed. Mr. Terre]! 
has to-day had a long interview with Su- 
perinterdent Thompson. What he asks now 
is a fast evening mail, leaving Atlanta at 
about 8 o’clock and coming through to Wash- 
ington in 24 hours. The thing is easily 
practicable, and would, with the early morn- 
ing mail, give usthe best facilities we ever 
had. None of the fast mail schedules yet 
tried required extreordinary running. Most 
of them wentslower than other trains on 
each line traversed. Whatis necessary is 
close adjustmentof connections and little 
waste of time for stops. To-night Superin- 
tendent Thenipeon end Mr.Terrell are tiguring 
on the problem. As the Richmond and 
Danville nas the shortest line it can command 
the mail if itawill come up tothe require- 
ments ofthe department. The management 
of that line.has, however, frequently com- 
plained of the low price paid, and has appear- 
ed indifferent as to retaining the contract. 
There is some talk of trying a fast southern 
mail from New York to Baltimore, and then 
by the Shenandoah valley route, or it migh’ 
run outto Harrisburg and then south in al- 
most an air-line, the mail from here easily 
intersecting it. The department is discussing 
various theories for improving the southern 
service. The Kennesaw route is talked of. 
The coast cities are now served as well as 
could be expected, and Augusta fs far better 
off than Atlanta. The great fast mail line 
from New York to New Orleans passing 
through Atlanta is demanding §atten- 
tion. The defects of the present arrange 
ment may soon be supplied. Mr. Thomp- 
son appreciates them and will use 
his position to secure a better service when- 
ever opportunity offers. Atlanta holds an 
Sisiidihous position in regard to the mail 
service. 
ceives and sends out is enormous, more, 
probably, than any city of itssize in the union. 
its ottice pays a handsome net revenue, and 
isrun on painfully. economical principles. 
Atlanta is, therefore, entitled to kindly con- 
sideration in the department, and I think the 
officials will bestow it. 

THE ARMY. 

Considering their size, the army 
and navy of the United = States 
are the source of great trouble. The stan- 
dard in each, inthe popular estimation has 
fallen greatly in the last few years A sena- 
tor, himself asoidier, ané more famous on 
the field than inthe arena of debate to-day 
alluded to “‘those machines’ at Annapolis 
and. West Point and volunteered the advice 
that a zreat part of their graduates ought to 
fall in behind the plow.- Logan’s compul- 
sory retirement bill caused this and other 
spicy talk. John Sherman has stood firmly 
against the measure for brother 
Bill’s _ sake. The general himself is 
nettled at the passage of the bill. The true 
inwardness of the thing is to get Phil Sheri- 
dan at the head of the army. Sherman must 
go out in two years, and then Sheridan comes 
into command with twelve gears ahead of 
him. Sherman has. abstaine@ froin politics 
and could not be relied on for dirty work. 
Sheridan will be at the es of Grant and 
Logan to any degree. If the democrats had 
voted solidiy they could have passed the 
amendment exempting Sherman from the 
provisions of the bill, but several of them 
chose not to do sv, and in two years 
we must have Phil Sheridan at the 
head of our armies. Between the two 
Sherman is infinitely preferable for every 
reason and considering his services to the 
northern armies he has been treated with 
marked ingratitude. Kept under Grant’s 
shadow since the war, he is now nustled 
out to make room for Little Phil. The 
Shermans are famously clannish. Don Cam- 
eron few into one of his spasmodic fits of 
anger because somebody spoke lightly of 
his uncle-in-law the other day. Don married 
the daughter of Judge Sherman, the most 
gifted son of a wonderfully successful fam- 
ilv, and comes in for his share of their 
pride. 

: LOGAN'S VIEWS, 

The army is one of the few things Logan 
knows much about, and whenever it ean be 
wrought into a discussion he spreads himself. 
His hate and jealousy of Sherman are now 
probably satisfied. While the senate handled 
this subject Mahone was sailing all over town 
with a fat friendin an open carriage, his 
broad white hat pulled down over his deep 
glittering eyes. He continues his system of 
absenteeismsp and spends nearly all his time 
laying wires in Virginia. His rival in the 
house in this line is Ben Wood, of New 
York.

Cuicaco, June 10.—Casper Seybolt is a 
baker who works at night. After he had left 
his home last even.ng, his wife began prepa- 
rations for a horrible deed. The pair had 
four children, aged@'respectively twelve, seven 
and twoand a half years and a baby of four 
months. She dressed. the four in fresh 
White clothes, with bright ribbons, then gave 
them strychnine, and as soon as they were 
dead laid them out earefully with flowers in 
their hands and all their surroundings made 
as beautiful as possible. Having put on 
afreshand white chemise, decorated with 
ribbon, she .took a dose of poison 
herself. This was just before her husband's 
return at five oclock this morning. When 
he appeared atthe door,she met him and 
said: ‘‘Come and see the children, they are 
all dead and gone to heaven. See how pretty 
theyare with nice flowers for the angeis.”’ 
One of the children was still alive, but has 
since died. Mrs. Seybolt died about 7 o'clock 
this morning. The cause of the woman's act 
isunknown. It is concluded that she was 
demented, 

Cuicaco, June 10,—It appears that Mr. and 
Mrs. Seybolt did not live in entire harmon ; 
that since the birth of her last child Mrs. Sey- 
bolt has not been in good health, and it is 
believed that despondency eaused her to com- 
mitthedeed Fromanumber of notes writ- 
ten by their oldest daughter, aged 
twelve years, it appears that Mrs. 
Seybolt had talked the matter over with 
her, and got her consent to the terrible trag- 
edy. Several are addressed to her school- 
mates, on achildish matter, and two to her 
father. One says, ‘‘Forgive me; we have to 
Jeave you; mama thought it was best we 
should go.’’ The other asks him to bury them 
decently, and tells him where she leaves 
money to buy flowers. One, addressed 
schoolmate, SAYS, * Mother 
was always sick, you know, 
and thought of dying often and of 
hew we awould be @eated, and 80 thought it 
best for all of us todie at once and bought 
something to killus. Baby first,. Annie sec- 
ond, Tony third, Lafter and then mother. 
We did not suffer much, and now we are all 
out of trouble.”’ 3

Afterthe considera- 
tion of 80 of the 100 pages of the bill, the 
committee rose, and the house at 5:10 ad- 
journed. 


AFFAIRS IN THE CAPITAL. 

Charles H. Reed, in company with 8 notary 
public, visited the jail yesterday to secure 
Guiteau’s signature to a petition § for 
a writ of habeas corpus, returnable 
before a justice of the United States 
supreme court. It is believed that 
Justice Miller will be asked to pass upon§ the 


' writ, as heis expected to arrive in this city 


next week, and will be the only member of 
the supreme court then in Washington. Af- 
ter an attentive reading of the petition, 
Guiteau signed it, remarking that it 
would be of no_ service as_ the 
case was closed in his  opin- 
ion, and he added that his 
only hope lay inthe president's interven- 
tien. Mr. Reed explained that it was necessary 
to first exhaust every legal resource. These 
proceedings will probably be begun in the 
early partof next week. Yielding to Gene- 
ral Crocker’s solicitations, Guiteau has finally 
consented to seea clergyman and he was at- 
tended yesterday by Rev. W. Watkins Hicks, 
of this city. The interview lasted an_ hour 
and the prisoner was much affected and 
earnestly joined in the prayers offered by the 
minister in his behalf. 

The ways and means committee of the 
house will, at their meeting on Tuesday, con- 
sider the subject of fixing a day for adjourn- 
ment. It is believed that the committee will 
agree to report a joint resolution providing 
for the adjournment of congress not later 
than July 9th.

THE MELTED SNOW, 


Causing Disastrous Fleeds in British Columbia— 
Chinese Infiux. 

Victoria, British Columbia, June 10.+Re- 
ports come from the Frozen river valley of 
the most disastrous floods ever known in that 
province. A week’s warm weather melted 
the snow, which caused the riyer to rise so 
rapidly that the settlers‘had not the time to 
remove all their effects. The fertile districts 
of Chilliwolk and Sumas are turned into 
lakes, and the settlers reach their 
holdings in canoes and skiffs. All the crops 
on the bottom lands are destroyed. On 
Thursday morning last the Matsquis dyke 
gave way, and the water covered a reclaimed 
prairie, destroying the crops and sweeping 
away in a few minutes the dyke property, 
valued at $100,000. The steamers find no diffi- 
culty in navigating where, a few days 
ago, were beautiful farms. On the line 
of the Yale Savona railway the river is 62 feet 
above low water mark. In some places the 
wagon roads ‘are thirteen feet under water, 
bridges swept away and railway works con- 
siderable damaged, and on Friday the water 
wasin ten feetof the famous Atexandria 
suspension bridge. The accounts of the flood 
are now somewhat better. The weather 1s 
cooler with light rains, andthe rivers are 
reported at a standstill.

COTTON, CORN, WHEAT. 


THE JUNE REPORT OF THE AGRI- 
CULTURAL BUREAU. 


' 


Fields—The Csu: Ascribed Therefor—3B' 
Corn Stands Throughout the Country— 
The Wheat Prospect Very Good. 


Wasurneatron, June 10.—The June crop re- 
port of the department of agriculture repre- 
sents an entire area of 1,561 of the principal 
counties of the United States, and includes 
all but a small fraction of the prominent 
crops, Theareain cotion is two and seven- 
tenths per cent less than in 1881. Texas 
makes an increase and also the small cotton 
district of southeast Virginia. All. the other 
states return some loss of area. The largest 
deficiency is in the states bordering 
on the Mississippi river, where 
planting in. the overflowed. districts was not 
entirely finished on the first of June. The 
comparison with last year's average is: Vir- 
ginia, 107 per cent; North Carolina, 99; South 
Carolina, 98; Georgia, 95; Florida, 99; Ala- 
bama, 96; Mississippi, 95; Louisiana, 94; 
Texas, 105; Arkansas, 94; Tennessee, 97. The 
average condition of the entire cotton area 
indicates a depreciation of 11 percent. From 
the effect of its healthfulness its average 
growth is represented by 89. The June conci- 
tion of the previous crop was 93. It was 99 
of the fine crop of 1880, It is better than 
last year only in South Carolina and 
Texas. The causes of the depreciated condition 
is mainly temperature too low for thrift. 
In every state there was a destruction of 
plants by frost. There was also too much 
rain for healthful growth. Both casuses 
made necessary the replanting in some coun- 
ties of one-fourth of the acreage. Instances 
are reported of two or three successive replant- 
ings, and the replacement was stillin progres- 
sion. The coudition is best in Florida, and 
worst in Virginia. In Tennessee, North Caro- 
lina and Arkansas it is much lower than in 
the gulf coast states. The average of condi- 
tion are as follows: — Virginia, 70; 
North Carolina, 83; South Carolina, 
92; Georgia, 89;. Florida, 97; Alabama, 95; 
Mississippi, 88; Louisiana, 99; Texas, 3; 
Arkansas, 85; Tennessee, 80. The standard 
is not so good as usual, and is an element .of 
the reported depreciation. The cool weather 
causes a slow growth and unthrifty appear- 
anee, favoring the attacksof lice and rust, 
and the prevalence fof sore shin. A large 
number of returns say that with the recent 
fine weather cotton is improving, and gives 
some assurance of a better reportin July. 

MIDGETS IN THE WHEAT. 

PeTeRsBurG, June 10.—Intelligence receiv- 
ed from several countiés in southern Virginia 
represent that considerable damage is being 
done to wheat and oats by small insects 
known as white midgets.. Previous to the 
appearance of these insects, wheat. and oats 
gave promise of the largest yield known in 
years. 

The area sown in spring wheat has de- 
creased apparently about 12 per cent, The 
southern counties of Wisconsin ~ and 
the southern and southwestern = dis- 
tricts of Minnesota report, almost without 
exception, a decline in ucreage, The north- 
eastern section of lowa, Im nearly 
every county,’ reports large reduCtions. 
In Jakota there is a large increase in Cass 
county anda decrease in Yankton, Turner, 
Bonhomme and othercounties. There is ap- 
parently asmall increase of acreuge in the 
territory. The comparative average of the 
northwest is as follows: Wisconsin 85, Min- 
nesota 83, Iowa 82, Nebraska 90, Dakota 102. 
The condition of winter wlreat is still very 
high, averaging 100. Last year, in June, it 
was 76, having fallen from 94 in May.’ The 
April freeze did very little damage 
where it was most apprehended. In Penn- 
sylvania the average isa single point below 
100, New Jersey 8, New York 16, Texas 7, 
Ohio 1, Illinois 20. All the other winter 
wheat states east of the Rocky mountains re- 
turn the above standard. On the Pacific 
coast Oregon returns an average of 98 and 
California 77. Taking the winter and spring 
areas together, and assuming a continuance 
of the present condition, a yleld exceeding 33 
bushels per acre would result. and an aggre- 
gate exceeded only by the pro 
duct of 1880. The southern harvest 
is safe. Northern winter wheat hus few risks 
to encounter, but the spring is stillan uncer- 
tain quantity. The corn acreage cannot be 
given till July. A large increase in area is 
reported in the south and in the northwest, 
but in half the states planting was not finish- 
ed on the firstof June, and in large districts 
the plant had made no show abofe ground. 
In parts of the south the early planted is in 
tassel. Planting is everywhere late. The 
plant is small and not of average vigor or 
color in consequence of the cold and wet 
weather. The increase in the area 
of outs is nearly universal, and 
amounts to an average of 7 per cent. 
The average of the condition is 101. The 
harvest promises to be very large. There is 
an increase of 1 per cent. in the area of bar- 
ley—average condition 90. The condition of 
clover and spring pasture has improved, and 
ranges very high in the south, and fair to 
good in other sections.

THE VOYAGE FROM NEW YORK TO 
LIVERPOOL... 


Some Points About Ocean Travel—#rom Geod-bye to 
Howdye—An Old Sea Dog—The Several Steamer 
Lines—Notables on Board—Cosmopolites 
Landing at Liverpool—Customs: 


Special Correspondence of The Constitution. 
LivERPOoL, May 23,—If statistics nvean any- 
thing, and the proportion of casualty is good 
argument, it is safer to cross the Atlantic from 
New York to Liverpoel—tiree.thousand one 
hundred and thirty six miles—than to go by 
railway from Atlanta to New York, scarcely 
one-fourth the distance. In other words,as a 
distinguished New York lawyer said to me) as 
we stood on the deck before’ starting, “there 
is really no reason why a man should incur 
greater danger in crossing to Liverpool in one

Peo- 
ple dress in allsorts of suits and styles, con- 
sulting always. comfort and convenience 
rather than appearance. On either side of the | 
deck are long fines of reclining chairs on which 
mufitled and bundled upin every conceiva- 
ble wrap are the 835 passengers of the Gallia 
reminding one ef what might be a gran 
corpse review after a great disaster,or a lot of 
seals suddenly vonverted to civilization, 
warin bloe@ and blankets.

He may not beso 
inventive a thinker as his neighbor of France, 
Germany or America, but the faculty. of re- 
search, combination end assipnlation is ap 
English national characteristic of wonderful 
development. If the French, German or 
American progressive thinker evolves a model, 
the Englishman straightway begins his effort 
to buy or capture the thinker or the thought, 
and husbands the one whilst he utilizes and 
builds upon the sub-stratum of the other—a 
nation of painstaking, dogged persistents, and 
hence the strongest nation on earth, 

The captain of the Gallia has been forty- 
tliree years atsea. He isa past captain of a 
sailing vessel, which is required of all the offi- 
cers, and unless his proficiency and experi- 
ence reaches a standard certainly not else- 
where demanded, he is not permitted to com- 
mand and sail a ship under the English flag.

THE WEEK ACROSS THE WATER. 
Egypt is still a problem in Eurogean poli- 
tica, Arabi Pasha is still defiant, the popu ; 
lace and the army echoing his wishe;English 
and French influence fs at asad discount in 
Cairo, and the khedive remainsa prisoner. in 
his own palace—a prisoner, too, whose head 
is seriously endangered. The attempt to ad- 
just the difficulty in a conference of the pow- 
ers at Constantinople has been not exactly 
abandoned, according’ to the best informa- 
tion, but postponed in the hope that the sul- 
tan will unaided be able to bring 
order out of chaos. He dislikes in- 
tervention on the part of Eurdpe as 
much as England and France dislike to 
see the Turk regain influence and power at 
Cairo. But stil] the situation is so grave and 
threatening that all parties concerned have 
apparently agreed tosuspend aggressive move- 
ments until the sultan’s representative has 
exhausted his resources as a peace commis- 
sioner. 

At the head of the Turkish commission is 
Derwisch Pasha, a man in his 77th year, whose 
active life nas been chiefly spent in restoring 
order in the unruly dependencies of the sul- 
tan. It was he who dealt successfully with 
the mob at Salonica, the stubborn chiefs of 
Lozastin, the wild tribes of the Persian bor- 
der, and the warlike clans of Albania. He is 
said to believe in Turkey, the sultan and 
himself; but his self-esteem is certainly 
pardonable in the light of his 
many successes. He has had to deal with 
desperate and deceptive leaders, and he has 
invariably conducted negotiations to a pros- 
perous issue. At Constantinople there is un- 
limited confidence that he will prove an over- 
match for Arabi Bey, and that peace will be 
restored without a resort to force. 

This is, however, far from certain. Arabi 
Bey is undoubtedly a remarkable man; and 
itis exceedingly difficult to say whet his 
plansare. It is hardly reasonable to assume 
that he has defied all Europe without some 
strength at his back; and he could only find 
much support in an appeal to the fanaticism 
of the Moslems. 
indications that he is building on that basis. 
The news comes from Arabian sources that he 
even hopes to depose not only the khedive 
but the sultan also, for the purpose of plac- 
ing at the head of all Islam an Arabian ca- 
liph. An united Islam isthe dream of all 
the oriental nations,#and the prejudices 
against foreigners and christians are nowhere 
stronger than in Egypt, and upon these 
Arabi, who is an undoubted demagogue 
turer, is basing his hopes. What he will be 
able to accomplish remains to be seen. At 
present he has Dervisch Pasha to deal with, 
and fears are openly expressed that the two 
men understand each other, and that in no 
event will Turkey be a loser, or European in- 
fluence a gainer. 

Elsewhere in Enrope nothing occurred last 
week of deep interest. Outrages in Ireland 
occur while the house of commons is engaged 
in discussing the repression bill. The promis- 
ed arrears bill seems to have no effect in 
repressing agrarian crimes. The repression 
bill is, however, progressing, and Mr. Glad- 
be able to apply to dis- 
tressed Ireland both repression and concilia- 
tion. Mr. Parnell and Mr. Gladstone have 
alike been unhurt by the so-called Kilmain- 
ham treaty, and both of them are evidently 
working to restore prosperity and peace to 
the Irish people. Providence is helping them 
in the shape of good crops. 

TWO NEW BOOKS. 


Tur STOLEN WHITE ELEPHANT, etc, By Mark Twain. 
Boston: James R. Osgood & Co, Advance sheets, 
To be had of Holman, Coffin & Co. 


The announcement of a new book by this genial 


humorist is rather in the nature of a surprise. Only 


the other day, accompanied by Mr. Osgood himself, 
who is a gentleman of marvelous social and busi- 
ness resources, Mr. Clemens was journeying up and 
down the Mississippi in search of material for a new 
volume. Nobody knows whether it is to be a com- 
edy or an emotional drama, but it has been hinted 
that the reconstructed Missourian will endeavor to 
repay some of the venerable pilots who puff, and 
blow, and gas on the Father of Waters for remem- 
bering him so readily, Meantime, while all this 
was going on, the Osgoods in Boston were hurrying 
forward this volume, the ad ‘sheets of which 
have reached us. Heretofo~ lemens, who is 
in the habit of looking ke: er his interests, 
has not displayed any fondnes publishers. He 
has been inclined to look upon them as the invent- 
orsof anew and profitable method of highway 
robbery, and he has had a theory that a man who 
writes a book ought to secure at leastas large a share 
of the profits as the man who printsit. Doubtless 
he has not given up this theory. Itisa very com- 
fortable one, and has been the means of bringing 
him in a eouple of hundred thousand doliars, 
more or less, But he seems to have met 
his fate, so far as publishers are concerned, in Mr. 
Osgood, for this volume, published in Boston yes- 
terday, is the first book which Mr. Clemens has en- 
trusted to the reg uler channels of 
the book trade, the only one which 
may be bought of any bookseller who may 
desire to keep it in stock. Thisis the beginning of 
a new policy on the part of the author, and, as® he 
is one of the few literary men in the country whe 
have an eye for business, it can hardly be said to be 
an experiment. Inits general character, the new 
book is similar to Mark Twain’s well known 
“Sketches,’’ of which more than one hundred 
thousand eopies have been sold. It consists of 
eighteen sketches and short stories, the first of 
which, ‘‘The Stelen White Elephant,’’ gives it its 
title In otherclimes than ours, this story might 
seem to be a stupendous exeggeration, and yetitis 
merely a humorous development of facts. Itis in 
fact a pungent satire upon the fraudulent concerns 
known as detective agencies, and,as a satire, it 
pointsits own pithy moral. Thisyis the unctuous 
feature that separates Mr. Clemens'’s writings wide- 
ly and permanently from the host of imitators that 
have sprung up, and from the great bulk of the so- 
called humor of the day. Exaggeration is ludicrous, 
butit is not genuine humor; andthe difference be- 
tween Mark Twainand those who give forth ex- 
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ling Notes of an Idle Exeursion” as by far the 
sketch from @ literary point of view to be found in 
the new volume. The humor is delight fut, the 


scriptions of natural scenery—little bi 

here and there—are genuine revelations, phages 
thoroughly sympathetic, showing that the man who 
gave the first impmilse to what has come to be a wild 
riot of American humor, has a keen appreciation 
of the subtler manifestations of character as wellas 
he faculty of interpreting #he manifestations of 
nature.

Mr. Clemens’s humorous perceptions enable 
him to goto the very core of charater, and his 
later work, notably ‘‘The Prince and the Pauper,’’ 
shows a remarkable development of the sense of ar- 
tistic purpose and proportion. Putting this and 
that and some other things together, we may re- 
mark that should he finally write the American 
novel that &verybody is waiting for, some would 
probably be surprised, but there are a great many 
others who would receive the information as a 
matter of course. Meanwhile, those who are con- 
tent to wait for that performance can pass away a 
portion of the time very pleasantly by securing this 
volume of sketches.

We have before us the English as well as the 
American edition of this book. In the matter of 
mechanical execution, the reprint of the Apple- 
tons it greatly superior to the English book, but 
there the superiority ends, for the book, as prepared 
by the literary executors of Dr. Hodgson has been 
tampered with by a Mr. Francis A. Teall. who has 
‘edited’ the American reprint. And yet, ‘‘tam- 
pered’’ is hardly the proper word to use. Some 
‘“‘superfiuities’’ have been removed—at least Mr. 
Teall ealls them so; but how does he know they 
are superfiuities to those who will be most likely to 
gain instruction from what is really an important 
work? We gather from Mr. Teall's 
ponderous ‘*notes’’ inserted here and 
there in the book that he knowsa good deal more 
about English than Dr. Hodgson or anybody else, 
and it might heppen that what isa “‘superfluity’’ 
to this learned man would by no means be super- 
fluousto the average reader. We might inquire, 
for instance, why the foot-note on page five of the 
English edition is omitted from the American edi- 
tion. This noteisnot only an explanation of a 
criticism, but is, in addition, a tribute to American 
authors. Nothing is gained by emittingit. The 
trouble is that Mr, Teall, in hunting around for 
something to edit and finding nothing, concluded 
to edit anyhow, and:he has whacked away in vari- 
ous directions. The bare idea that such a work as 
this should need the services of an American editor 
is an absurdity to begin with. There are editors 
and tinkers, and somehow the publishers manage 
to get hold of the tinakers. It would have been far 
better if the Messrs. Appleton had published the 
the book as they found it. The changes made are 
not material, but even this is an aggravation, for if 
they are not material why slould they be made? 
Here, for example, is what Editor Teall says in his 
first ‘‘note:’’ ‘‘As the work was not constructed 
with reference to the use of the added headings, he 
may not have succeeded in finding the most suita- 
ble one in every case, especially in Part IV, ‘Rheto- 
ric;’ but he has done the best he could.’’ Why do 
anything if even the best is bad, as it cer- 
tainly is here? As the work “was not 
constructed with reference to the use 
of the added headings,’’ why add any headings? 
Why mar the plan of the work by the addition of 
such superfiuities, when simplicity is the object 
aimed at and reached by the author? It should be 
said, however, that these things will not aggravate 
those who have no ¢opy of the English edition. 
For all practical purposes the American reprint is as 
good as the English book; we are merely protest- 
ing against the spirit of the so-called editing, and 
not against its results. It is,in fact, about as harm- 
less and as unnecéssary a piece of tinkering as 
could be conceived of. Dr. Hodgson’s book is pre- 
pared on the principle that example 1s better than 
precept; that the practical application of a rule is 
more illuminating than the rule in the abstract. 
Thus page after page is devoted to the blunders of 
the most distinguished writers. Thackeray, Bulwer, 
Landor, Matthew Arnold, Tyndall, the London 
Times, the Saturday Review—all furnish the awful 
example of bad grammar, and the young writer 
can learn here better what to avoid than in any 
other book with which we are acquainted, The 
plan of the volume is almost perfect in its simplici- 
ty in spite of the tremendous efforts of the 4 meri- 
can editor.

From the St. Louis Republican. 

The company that runs the Chicago corset factory 
has its dealings with the operatives beautifuily ar- 
ranged by a system of fines and figures. The three 
hundred female operatives get from thirty to fifty 
cents per dozen pieces, and after paying their fines 
sometimes manage to go home on Saturday night 
with five or ten cents in their pockets as the result 
of their week’s work. This is the way the money 
gocs: For breaking a needle, costing a quarter of a 
cent, ora whalebone costing half a cent, fine five 
ceuts; leaving the machine, five cents; dropping 
oil, five cents, and twenty cents for the time of 
cleaning it; for being late, five cents; for more than 
half an hour for dinner, five cents; breaking a bob- 
win, five cents; fora day’s absence, the day’s wages 
and twenty cents. By this system the company 
manages to collect almost all the earnings of the 
three hundred girls in fines. The ground-down 
girls alsocomplain that the managers make it arule 
& open all letiers and sealed packages that come to 
the factory addressed. to the operatives. They 
réhe!l, and the papers have espoused their cause.

: OFFICIAL REPORT. 

OFFICE OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH OF THE CITY OF 
ATLANTA: ATLANTA, GA., June 10,1882.—Hon. James 
W. English, Mayor—Sir: The small-pox which has 
existed ie this city, toa limited extent, for several 
weeke t has been practically s amped out, and 
the thoroughness with which the vaccination of 
the people bas been accomplished leaves but little 
material which is susceptible to its influence and 
renders its prevalence anabsolute impossibility. 
Hence, it has been decided to discontinue the daily 
reports from this office and to substitute threfeor a 
weekly cffictal statement 

It is not impr bable that unprotected ponene who 
have already come in contact with infected indi- 
viduals,or whomey hereafter come im contact with 
them, may develop an occasional case for the next 
few weeks, but even this chance of protracting the 
existence of the disease is daily diminuisking,in con- 
aenenee of the vigilant enforcement of the com- 
pulsory vaccination law.
